S an F rancisco, Dec. 12.—The death 
by asphyxiation of Mrs. Sarah B. Cooper 
aud her daughter Harriet yesterday has 
produced a profound sensation in this 
city. 
No woman in San Francisco, or 
on the entire Pacific coast, was so prom­ 
inent as Mrs. Cooper, who devoted her 
life to religious and philanthropic work 
aud was actively connected with every 
reform movement. 
She was a cousin 
of Colonel Robert G. Ingersoll, with 
whom, despite their opposite religions 
views, she maintained a warm friend­ 
ship. They were found dead yesterday. 
There is no doubt that Miss Cooper 
was responsible for the death of herself 
and mother. 
The family physician 
states that Miss Cooper had been suffer­ 
ing for months from melancholia, with 
homicidal and snicidol tendencies. Her 
father committed suicide 10 years ago, 
and two cousins, nephews of her father, 
also killed themselves. 
Harriet Cooper had 
made several 
previ (»us attempts to end her life, once 
attempting to jump from a ferryboat 
aud several times announcing to her 
mother that she longed to turn on the 
gas at night so that she and her mother 
could pass away together. 
Mrs. Cooper 
concealed her daughter’s condition from 
»11 except a few intimate friends. Har­ 
riet left a not to the coroner requesting 
that the bodies might not be removed 
to the morgue. 
Mrs. Cooper's will 
dated two months ago refers to the 
T O b s b ü it f o f b*»i* an rlv 
and a In.. 
allude« to the possible death of her 
daughter, 
All her bequests are made 
with the idea that h«u* daughter would 
not survive her as if she anticipated a 
double death. 
It is known that during the pa>t few 
days Miss Cooper attempted suicide by 
asphyxiation but was detected by her 
mother. 
During the past three uighti 
Mrs. Cooper had w atched her daughter 
and it is supposed that she fell asleep 
from exhaustion. 
Her daughter then 
took advantage of the opportunity aud 
•j»** turning on the goa !sv 4oif u be­ 
side Mrs. Cooper. 
Mrs. Cooper was born in New York 
64 years ago and before the war was a 
prominent advocate of abolition. 
She 
was in Memphis 
during a smallpox 
epidemic aud did effective work as a 
volunteer nurse. 
Two of h«T children 
died during the epidemic. 
She and hei 
husband worked as instructors to the 
freedmen after the war and came to 
San Francisco in 
1870, founding the 
kindergarten system in this state. 
She was prominent as a director ol 
the Associated Charities, was at one 
time president of the Pacific Coast 
Woman’s Press association, the Wom­ 
an’s Suffrage association and the Wom­ 
an’s Christian Temperance union. 
For 
80 years she had been a contributor to 
the press, part of the time engaged as 
an editorial writer on a local paper. 
She was especially prominent in Con­ 
gregational churches of the state as a 
delega to to the conferences aud often 
occupied the pulpits of churches of the 
denomination. 
She organized a new* 
congregation and built a new church in 
an outside district a few months ago. 
She was prominent in the prosecution 
of Rev, Charles U. Brown.

A HOROLOOICAL WON DE«. 


Vlia Complicated Time Keeping Oddity tie 
vented by » Rusal»« Foie. 
The prize wonder in the shape of i 
clock is the invention of a Russian Pole 
named Goldfndon. 
The inventor is a 
cloekmaker of Warsaw and boasts that 
be worked over 2,000 days on this time 
keeping oddity. The clock represents a 
railway station, with waiting rooms for 
travelers, telegraph and ticket offices 
and a very pretty and natural platform, 
well lighted and having in its center a 
flower garden and a spouting fountain. 
There are also signal boxes, lights, 
switches, water tanks—in fact, every­ 
thing used in conjunction with a well 
regulated railway station. There is a 
dial in the center tower, which shows 
time at New York, Peking, Warsaw and 
Loudon. 
Every quarter of an hour the 
station begins to show signs of llfa 
First all of the little figures of telegraph 
operators begin to work their machines, 
the head automaton going through the 
form of sending a dispatch to the effect 
that “ the line is clear. ” Then the door 
opens, and upon the platform appear 
the station master and his assistants 
Next a long line of little figures file np 
to the miniature ticket office. 
After this the porters nppear, carrying 
luggage, the bell rings, and instantly a 
miniature train dashes out of a tunnel 
and halts before the platform of the sta 
tion house. While the train is waiting a 
miniature figure tests the wheels and 
axles with a tiny hammer, another 
pumps w ater into the tank of the en­ 
gine, while a third busies himself stow* 
mg away small lumps of coal in the sil­ 
ver plated tender. There is one signal 
of the bell, whereupon the door of the 
•ingle coach opens, and the little figures 
•lide in on an almost invisible wire, 
the opening closing after them. A seo- 
ond tap of the bell is the signal for tha 
wheel tester, waterman and fuel carrier 
lo retire into the station house. 
After the third signal the whistle 
gives two toots, and the train quickly 
disappears in a tunned opposite to the 
one from which it emerged five minute« 
before. When the train is out of sight, 
the station master and his assistant! 
leave the platform, the doors close be­ 
hind them, and they all retire to the 
other side of the station house, wheitt 
at the expiration of 15 minutes, the 
train again appears, and the p;issengore 
file out and seat themselves in the build­ 
ing preparatory to taking another trip 
around tho station house.—St Louif 
Republic.

There is no doubt that Miss Cooper 
was responsible for the death of herself 
and mother. 
The family physician

father committed suicide IO veal s ago, 
and two cousins, nephews of her father, 
also killed themselves.

the opening closing after them. A sec­ 
ond tap of tho bell is the signal for the 
wheel tester, waterman and fuel ('arri** 
to retire into the station house. 
After tho third signal the whistle 
gives two toots, and the train quickly 
disappears in a tunnel opposite to the 
one from which it emerged five minutes 
before. When the train is out of sight, 
the station master and his assistant! 
leave the platform, the doors close be­ 
hind them, and they all retire to ths 
other side of the station house, wheres 
at the expiration of 15 minutes, th* 
train again appears, aud the passengers 
file out aud seat themselves in the build- 
ing preparatory to taking another trip 
around tho station house.—St Louit 
Republic.
